Adjourned  meeting  of  joint  board  for  the  consideration  of  petition 
of  municipal  officers  of  Naples  for  State  and  County  aid  in  the  recon- 
struction of  Red  Bridge,  so  called,  over  Crooked  River  in  the  towns 
of  Naples  and  Casco.

The  Chairman  ordered  the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll  for  appearances, 
with  the  above  result,  there  being  nine  of  the  fifteen  members  of  the 
joint  board  present.  The  chairman  declared  that  a  quorum  was  pres- 
ent. 

The  chairman  ordered  the  secretary  to  read  the  records  of  the  meet- 
ing of  May  15j  which  was  done,  and  there  being  no  errors  noted,  the 
chairman  directed  that  the  records  of  that  meeting  be  approved. 

Mr.  Merrill,  an  engineer  of  Portland,  W8JB  present  and  explained  cor- 
respondence which  he  had  had  relative  to  securing  a  second  hand  rail- 
road  bridge  for  this  place.  Mr.  Merrill  found  that  this  would  be  in- 
expedient and  impractical  on  account  of  the  cost  of  taking  down  tho 
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old  bridge,  freighting  it  a.nd  fitting  it  up  and  erecting  it.  Mr.  Mer- 
rill then  made  a  design  which  he  thought  would  lit  this  place  and  se- 
cured a  price  from  Mequire  &  Jones  of  Portland,  Maine,  of  $4- 
263.00.  This  design  is  for  a  bridge  twelve  fret  in  width  to  be  plan-. I 
upon  the  old  abutments  with  some  strengthening  of  the  abutment  on 
the  Casco  end  by  driving  piles  and  riprapping  in  front  of  the  present 
abutment. 

Bridge  Engineer  Jones  of  the  Highway  Department  explained  two 
designs  which  he  had  worked  up  for  this  place.  The  first  design  is  for 
a  steel  truss  with  a  concrete  lloor  having  a  roadway  twenty  feet  wide 
the  truss  to  be  118  feet  long  and  to  be  set  on  new  concrete  abutments, 
the  total  estimate  to  be  $20,656.00. 

Mr.  Jones  has  made  a  design  for  two  spa.ns  of  reinforced  concrete, 
lifty-eight  feet  in  length,  having  a  twenty  foot  roadway,  two  ooncrete 
abutments  and  one  new  pier,  all  to  cost  $21,850.00, 

At  this  point  a  general  discussion  was  held.  Colonel  Aver  suggest- 
ed that  in  his  judgment  this  road  is  more  or  less  of  a  byway,  that  is 
to  say,  it  is  not  one  of  the  principal  thoroughfares.  Mr.  Mayberry 
states  that  he  believes  the  bridge  fourteen  feet  wide  will  be  advisable 
and  satisfactory  for  this  location. 

Mr.  .Jones  estimated  that  a  steel  span  fourteen  feet  in  width  and 

llJS  feet  long  with  new  concrete  abutments  will  cost  $10,  .00.  Mr. 

Jones  estimates  that  a  concrete  bridge  fourteen  feet  wide  with  con- 
rrete  piers  ami  abutments  will  cost  $17,200.00  or  $17,300.00. 

Mr.  I'illsbury  states  that  he  is  very  much  in  favor  of  concrete  con- 
struction, due  to  the  experience  he  has  had  as  a  county  commission 
cr  in  the  maintenance  of  steel  bridges. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mnvberry  seconded  by  Mr.  I'illsbury,  it  was  unan 
imously  voted  that  we  proceed  to  build  a  concrete  bridge. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hucknnm,  seconded  by  Mr.  I'illsbury.  it  u:is  unan 
imously  voted  to  authorize  the  chairman  of  this  joint  board  to  approve 
plans  as  prepared  by  the  Highway  Commission. 

( )n  motion  of  Mr.  Hucknnjn  seconded  by  Mr.  Aver,  it  was  unani- 
mously voted  tu  authorize  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  build 
this  bridge  by  contract  or  on  a  cost  plus  percentage  basi.t  without  ad- 
vertising in  order  to  get  the  work  started  as  early  as  possible. 
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The  chairman  of  the  joint  board  brought  up  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  two  towns  were  authorized  to  proceed  without  fur- 
ther advice  from  their  respective  towns.  Mr.  Rounds  stated  that  the 
town  of  Naples  had  authorized  the  selectmen  to  borrow  funds  for  this 
purpose.  Mr.  Mayberry  stated  that  the  town  of  Casco  had  voted  a, 
similar  authorization  to  the  selectmen  of  Casco. 

Oil  motion  of  Mr.  Bucknam  seconded  by  Mr.  Aver,  it  was  voted  to 
adjourn  at  4:20  I\  M.

School  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  citizens  of  Casco: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration  my  first  annual  re- 
port of  your  schools. 

Teachers: 

In  general  Casco  has  been  very  fortunate  in  its  teaching  force  this 
year.  Five  of  the  schools  have  had  experienced  teachers;  the  remain- 
ing Bchools  have  had  inexperienced  teachers  who  have  done  very  well. 
We  could  not  have  had  so  good  a  teaching  force  except  for  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  teachers  live  in  town  or  near  by. 

We  are  convinced  that  there  is  no  person — other  things  being  equal 
— who  makes  so  good  a  rural  teacher  as  the  countrj'-bred  girl.  Par- 
ents ought  to  prepare  their  daughters  now  to  train  for  teaching.  They 
should  send  them  to  school  with  the  object  in  view  that  when  they 
shall  have  creditably  passed  through  the  grades  and  high  school  they 
shall  then  engage  in  the  service  of  teaching.  There  is  no  higher  serv- 
ice a  person  can  lender  than  that  of  teaching. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the  training  the  high  school  can  now  give 
is  sufficient  to  produce  a  first  class  teacher.  Casco  ought  to  establish 
once  and  for  all  the  policy  of  training  its  own  teachers  in  its  own 
high  school.  This  can  be  done  with  very  little  additional  expense. 
All  that  is  needed  is  to  have  an  excellent  teacher  of  Normal  school 
training  and  experience  to  take  charge  of  the  teacher-training  course. 
Girls, — and  boys,  too,  if  they  so  desire — of  the  junior  ami  senior  classes 
in  addition  to  certain  prescribed  high  school  studies,  would  be  required 
to  prepare  and  teach  the  lessons  of  a  given  subject  for  a  given  length 
of  time  under  the  expert  supervision  of  the  practice  teacher  in  the 

grades. 

Thus  you  would  be  fitting  your  girls  to  become  teachers  at  the  least 
possible  expense  to.  yourselves  as  parents,  and  in  the  end  at  the  small 
est  expense  to  the  town.  An  efficient  teacher  training  course  will 
have  a  tendency  to  draw  in  more  tuition  pupils. 
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There  is  do  question  but  that  the  town  ought  to  raise  $200.00  to 
establish  this  teacher- training  course.  This  means  that  every  property 
hohler  in  Caseo  is  aske<l  to  pay  less  than  $.7o  on  every  $  1  .L'oo.nO  worth 
<>!'  property.  Citizens  of  Caseo,  you  can  not  afford  to  let  this  oppor- 
tunity  to  farther  the  educational  interests  of  the  whole  town  pass  by. 

Teachers'  salaries:  ' 

You  will  see  by  the  tabular  statement  that  the  salaries  of  teachers 
have  been  increased  only  about  29%  over  what  they  were  two  years 
ago.  I  wish  the  town  to  raise  enough  money  so  that  we  may  pay 
$1.00  per  week  in  advance  for  each  school.  Surely  experience  is  worth 
this  consideration. 

The  Webb's  Mills  Schoolhouse: 

This  school  building  is  a  disgrace  to  any  community.  This  is  a  large 
building  and  a  hard  building  to  heat.  The  plastering  is  loose  in  plac- 
es and  exceedingly  dirty  and  filthy.  I  would  suggest  as  a  means  of 
renovating  this  room  that  the  walls  and  ceiling  be  covered  with 
Heaver  board  or  some  similar  material.  There  is  also  need  of  more 
black  board  space.

Principal  Doe's  Report:. 

I  wish  to  rail  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  OaSCO  to  the  report  of 
Mr.  I>m\  principal  of  high  school.     I  hereby  recommend  tha.t  the  i in 
provenicnt    be  made   in   the  girls'  closet.    We  can   get   along  very 
well  with  the  appropriation  that  was  made  last  year  for  high  school 
supplies.

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  the  kindly 
support  they  have  given  me;  and  the  attendance  officer  K.  .1.  Dura.n 
for  his  efficient  services;  and  the  teachers  who  have  been  generously 
patient  and  painstaking  during  what  has  been  an  unusually  hard  year.

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PRINCIPAL  OF  !S<  HCOL  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  School  Committee: 

It  is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  re- 
port of  Casco  High  School.  School  opened  September  16,  1918,  but, 
only  two  weeks  had  passed  when  it  was  thought  best  to  close  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  influenza.  This  resulted  in  a  vacation  of  three 
weeks,  school  beginning  again  on  October  21.  Hardly  four  weeks  of 
BChool  passed  when  influenza  came  a  step  nearer  to  us  and  nearly 
threatened  our  complete  destruction.  When  we  were  able  to  take  up 
school  work  again  another  interval  of  three  weeks  had  passed,  and, 
when  the  Fall  term  closed  on  December  20,  we  had  eight  weeks  of 
school  to  our  credit  while  we  should  have  had  fourteen.  However, 
Casco  High  is  only  one  of  the  many  schools  throughout  the  state 
which  have  lost  six  weeks  of  school,  and  the  schools  of  other  states 
have  suffered  even  worse  than  those  of  Maine. 

Since  Christmas  school  work  has  been  going  smoothly.  We  are  hur- 
rying the  students  as  much  as  is  reasonably  safe,  but  some  extra  time, 
undoubtedly,  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  year  success 
fully.  This  year  as  usual  the  high  school  has  the  two  courses:  Gen- 
eral and  College  Preparatory.  The  subjects  offered  are  the  same  as 
last  year  except  that  Physics  is  given  this  year  in  place  of  Chemistry 
with  Which  it  alternates,  and  that  French  II  is  given  in  place  of 
German  I,  which  usually  alternates  with  French  1. 

Thirty-three  students  have  registered  this  year,  thirty-two  of  which 
arc  in  school  at  the  present  time.  The  enrollment  by  classes  is  as  fol- 
lows: Freshmen,  10;  Sophomores,  8;  Juniors,  12;  Seniors,  2.  Of 
these  6  are  studying  Latin;  9,  French;  .'52,  English;  25,  History;  22, 
Mathematics;  and  'AO,  Science. 

Again  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  very  poor  condition  of 
our  out  buildings.  This  seems  to  be  the  most  urgent  need  of  the  high 
school ;  and  it  is  equally  important  to  the  children  in  the  grades.  I 
suggest  that  no  money  be  raised  this  year  for  the  Science  Depart 
ment,  but  instead  that  a  suflicient  amount  be  raised  to  secure  a  chemi- 
cal closet  for  the  girls'  half  of  the  out-building.  I  believe  that  this 
would  be  a  big  advantage  to  our  school  and  a  step  ahead  in  school  ef- 
ficiency. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  for  his  kind  and  helpful  assist 
ance,  the  School  Committee  for  their  uniform  support)  and  the  parents 
and  all  others  who  have  helped  the  high  school  in  any  way.
